WENT CRAZY WHILE ON DUTY 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM PERKINS Is 
TEMPORARILY INSANE. 


Attack Came While He Was on Duty 
and Force Was Required Té Put 
Him he the Train. 


Conductor William Perkins, who has been 
connected with the eGorgia railroad for 
over twenty years, was seized with an at- 
tack of temporary insanity yestefday while 
aboard his train. 

He left the city in the morning bound for 
Augusta, and at the time was seemingly 
in good health.

ALDRICH OPENS 
TARIFF DEBATE 


Senate Takes Up Amended House 
Bill. for «Action, 


COLD WATER FOR MR, DINGLEY 


Vest Limbers Up and Fires off a Couple 
of Broadsides, 


SAYS THE DEMOCRATS WILL HOLD OFF 


They Will Permit the Republicans To 
Give the Country a Dose of Re- 
publican Prosperity—Can- 
non Introduces Resolu- 
tion for Farmers. 


Weshington, May 25.—The tariff fight is 
on in the senate. 

Although the announcement of its com- 
ing packed the gelleries and brought the 
heuse leaders to the floor of the ren.ute, 
the day’s proceedings were dull enough. 

Of course everybody was interested in 
Senator Aldrich’s defense of the senate 
committee’s bill. His estimate of the reve- 
nues it would moduce and the cold water 
he threw on the Dingley pill were listened 
ty closely, but the chicf interest lay in his 
defense of the much discussed sugar 
schedule. 

The republican tariff!’ makers of the past 
have been able to cover the tracks of their 
several steals with more or less deftness 
and Aldrich’s defense of the sugar sched- 
ule was equal to the best of these former 
efforis. 

In his rejoinder Senator Vest reiterated 
the democratic position toward the repub- 
lican tariff biill. The republicans are just 
beginning to believe that the democrats are 
honest and sircere in their declarations 
that they would not prolong the tariff de- 
bate to needless lengths. 

Ihe democratie.defii challenging the test 
of the republican pian to prodice pros- 


-perity does not please them. but they are 


bound to do their part toward bringing 
about the test. 

The result is going to be that the end 
to the debate so far as the senate is con- 
cerned will come sooner than expected. 


If the republicans succeed in holding their 


forces together by means of cast tron cau-+ 
cuses between twenty and thirty days will 
suffice to finish the debate in the senate. 
Arother twenty days ought to dispose of 
the conference for the party lash is to be 
vigorously applied and the repubiica.s will 


be made to pass some tariff bill—any tariff 


bill, no matter how much they may dis- 
agree as to some of its provisions. 
Senator Pettigrew’s anti-trust amend- 
ment and Senator Cannon’s proposition 
for an export duty on agricultural prod- 
ucts were the two important side issues. 
Pettigrew did not speak to his, but Can- 
non, who is always forceful, made an ex- 
cellent speech in favor of his amendment. 


Aldrich Opens the Debate. 
In opening his speech, Senator Aldrich 


saic: 

“mr. President: The business of the en- 
tire country is in a state of suspension 
awaiting the action of the senate on the 
bill under consideration. I believe the 
anxiety to secure action upon this import- 
ant measure at the earliest possible day 
is shared by every member of the senate. 
I can say for senators sitting on this side 
of the chamber that no time will be spent 
in the academic discussion of principles of 
protection. 

“It is my purpose to keep the bill con- 
tinuously before the senate to the exclu- 
sion of all other legislative business until 
it is finally disposed of, and in this I shall 
expect the hearty co-operation of senators 
on both sides of the chamber.”’ 

After giving in detail the house estimates 
of revenue Mr. Aldrich proceeded: 

“Tt will be apparent from a critical ex- 
amination of the provisions of the house 
bill that the estimate of $60,000,000 increase 
of revenue, if the bill should become a law 
by the ist of July, was excessive. 

“To indicate the grounds upon which this 
judgment is based we may take the wool 
and woolen schedule, from which $24,000,000 
out of $76,000,000 increase is expected. The 
fact is well-known that there have been 
unusual importations of wool in anticipa- 
tion of the reimposition of a duty—enough. 
according to the trade reports, to supply 
all the foreign wool needed by the domes- 
tic manufacturers for more than a year. 

“The statistics on this point justify the 
belief that there can be no revenue from 
the wool duties during the fiscal year 1398, 
except possibly a small amount from third- 
class wools. The estimate of $14,000,000 in- 
crease from woolen goods is equally er- 
roneous. 

“The same conditions exist, in lesser de- 
grees perhaps, with reference to other 

schedules. Instead of an increased revenue

The 
stock of Messrs. Smith Bros., wholesale 
liquor and tobacco, and J. M. Dixon & Co., 
wholesale grocers, ere total losses from fire 
and water 

The fire was discovered in Smith Bros.’s 
store, at Bay and Whitaker streets, short- 
ly after the store cpened, attention being 
attracted to it by a loud explosion. Smoke 
sjread rapidly over the building and pre- 
vented the department from getting in 
much work. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. 

It was communicated to.J. M. Dixon & 
Co. through a badly closed aperture be- 
tween ths two buildings. 

The buildings were only partially dam 
aged, but the stock of the two concerns 
is a total loss. 

Smith Bros. had a $45,000 stock on hand 
and had full insurance. Dixon & Co. were 
insured for $25,500, almost full value. The 
insurance on the two buildings was about 
$15,000.

CHIPLEY DENOUNCESSTOCKTON 


SAYS THE REPRESENTATIVE IS 
WORSE THAN A THIEF. 


Defeated Candidate Declares That the 
Jacksonville Man Has a Letter 
Which Was Stolen. 


Tallahassee, Fla., Mey 25.—A sensational 
outcome of the bitter contest over the elec- 
tion of United States senator apreared in 
the senare this afternoon, when Senator 


W. D. Chipley, of Pensacola, rising to a 
question of personal privilege, read a state- 
ment in which he said, among other 
things: 

“Tl am reHably informed that a member 
of the legislature of Florida, of which this 
senate is a part, and of which I am a mem- 
ber, holds in his possession a letter ad- 
dressed to me, which I have never seen or 
read. 

“The letter was written to me by my 
friend, placed under the protection of a 
United States postage stamp and then de- 
posited in the writer’s coat pocket that he 
might mail it in the postal car at the ter- 
minal station at Jacksonville, it being his 
intention to depart from that station the 
next morning. During the night the private 
home of «ang friend was invaded by bur- 
giars and he was robbed of money and 
clothes, and also of the letter addressed to 
myself, which was in his pecket. 

“In all ages a thief bas been despised and 
exercrated by honest men, yet there is a 
lower and viler criminal thin @ thief, for 
a& thief at léast has.the nerve to risk his 
life when invading his sleéping _ victjm’s 
home, but the beneficiary of theft who 
securely receives the stolen goods, to his 
own profit, or to further his own interest 
and purposes, is recognized by the law, 
and the judgment of all honest and brave 
men as a worse and more dangerous crim- 
inal than the cringing thief himself. 

“I state upon reliable infotfmation and 
belief that the person who holds and uses 
the said letter as above set forth is J. N. 
C. Stockton, a member of the house of rep- 
resentatives from Duval county. I ask to 
have this statement and -protest spread 
upon the minutes of the senate.”

TO NAME TODAY 


Appointment of United States Senator 
Has Been Precipitated. 


WAS NOT TO HAVE BEEN SOON 


Governor’s Choice Is a Native of the 
State and a Man of Strength. 


HE 1S FOND OF ALL ATHLETIC SPORTS 


McLaurin Has Served His State from 
the State Legislature Up to Con- 
gress and Is Active Worker. 


Columbia, 8. C., May 2%.—(Special.)—An 
itinerant newspaper correspondent, with 
neither name nor fame to injure, precip- 
itated the appointment of a United States 
senator to succeed General Earle. 

A few Columbians in the inner circle knew 
that the ggovernor had decided to appoint 
Congressman McLaurin, the dashing young 
representative from the sixth South Caro- 
lina district, and that the announcement 
would be made on Wednesday. 

And the public expected this result. 

The local correspondents kept their faith. 

Last night a stranger called on Governor 
Ellerbe and asked him if he was going to 
appoint McLaurin. The governor replied 
that he would make the appointment this 
week, but declined to say who his choice 
was. 

The stranger departed and deluged the 
country with telegrams announcing that 
the governor had declared his intention of 
appointing McLaurin on Thursday. 

The governor this morning was angry: 
sO were the South Carolina correspondents. 
His excellency said the man was a falsifier 
and should be drummed out of town. But 
the guess was so close that it was no use 
delaying the announcement. 

This evening he said that McLaurin would - 
be commissioned tomorrow. 


A Native of South Carolina. — 

So Carolina's new senator will be John 
Lowndes McLaurin. Mr. McLaurin was . 
born in Marlboro county, May 9, 1860. His . 
father, Philip B. McLaurin, a lawyer of . 
ability. died from exposure in the conferate 
army in 1864. His mother was a daughter 
of Colonel T. C. Weatherly, a “before the . 
war’ politician of note. To this side of the 
house. McLaurin attributes his taste for 
politics and whatever ability he has in that ° 
line. In 1867 his mother married W. 8. 
Mowry, a wealthy business man of Charies- 
ton, who moved later to Englewood, N. J. 
Several half brothers are in business in 
New York city. 

The school system in this state was then 
very defective and young McLaurin was. 
sent to Bethel Military academy, Warren- 
ton, Va. From there he went to a school at 
Englewood, where he remained till fifteen 
years old, going at that age to Swartmore 
college, Philadelphia. He remained there 
two years and then entered the Carolina 
military academy at Charlotte, N. C., 
where he graduated in 1880. He was noted 
as being more proficient as a 


baseballist 
anda. pupils can et Groce or Lamesa Ale 


two years’ course in the law department - 
of thé University of Virginia, finished Mc+ 
Laurin’s education, 

‘His first cage before a jury won him «a 
law partnership. He defended and obtained 
the acquittal of thirty-two negroes, whe 
were parties to a county feud. Arrayed 
against McLaurin were all the leading law- 
yers of the county, the law and the evi- 
dence, but his appeals to the jury carried 
the day. Judge Townsend, now assistant 
attorney general, was opposed to him, and 
at the conclusion of the trial offered to 
take Mr. McLaurin in as a partner and 
the offer was accepted. 

Mclaurin early entered politics and ar- 
rayed himself against the old regime. In 
1890 he was elected to the legislature from 
Marlboro, The general assembly was com- 
posed almost entirely of new men, among 
them being the now ex-Senator Irby, ex- 
Governor Evans, Justice Gary and Judge 
Gary, but McLaurin at once took a stand 
which placed him well in the front. 

At the second term of the legislature At- 
torney General Pope was elected aasociate 
justice of the state supreme court and 
Judge Ernest Gary, Congressman Wilson 
and D. A. Townsend and Mr. McLaurin 
weré Gandidates for attorney general to 
succeed Justice Pope. McLaurin had an 
easy victory, being elected on the third 
ballot. He plunged at once into the sea’ of 
litigation. The Coosaw case was pending 
involving a large sum and the bank and 
railroad tax cases that have since been 
so noted finally ending in the supreme court 
of the United States. All of these cases 
were of the utmost importance to the state. 
His record as attorney general was good. 

During the campaign of 1893 Governor 
Tillman was opposed by John C. Sheppard. 
The main fight was made upon Tillman by 
Colonel Youmans, who was a candidate 
for secretary of state, and was a very elo- 
quent, fluent and forcible speaker. There 
were personal differences between Youmans 
and Tillman and Tillman cefused to de- 
» bate or recognize him in the campaign, 
‘Which threw the fight, so far as Youmans 
was upon McLaurin. Rarely 
has such a debate ever taken place in any 
campaign in this state. It was of such a 
character as to excite the keenest public 
interest, but the two men came out from it 
the best of friends personally. The result 
created a public favor for McLaurin and 
Stackhouse died in 
June, 1892, the people of Mr. McLaurin’s 
district elected him to congress. He was 
seated when the fifty-second congress con- 
vened in December, 1592. 

His Strength as a Debater. 

McLaurin went to congress about the 
time that Bailey, Bryan, Sibley and others 
of equal note made their entrance upon the 
congressional stage and immediately began 
to attract attention to himself as a de- 
bater. His first fight was on the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
His speech was one of the very first at- 
tacks upon Grover Clevdland’s policy. Dur- 
ing the panic of 1883 McLaurin took a 


‘ leading part in the fight for the issue of 


treasury notes to be deposited with the 


' banks to take the place of clearing house 
| certificates. 


In the organization of the fifty-fourth 
congress Speaker Reed placed Mr. McLau- 
rin upon the ways and means committee. 
Since that time he has devoted himself to 
a study of the tariff question. In a speech 
delivered on March 234 last he attracted 
the attention of the country. 

He proclaimed the doctrine that if «a 
policy of protection was to obtain that the 
south should have her share; that all or 
nothing should be protected. He offered an 
amendment in the committee room asking 
for a duty of 2% cents upon all cotton im- 
ported into the United States. His last 
speech was an advertisement of the south, 
which attracted notice. In state politics 
Mr. McLaurin has been a reformer, but he 
has never been bitter and made the first 
move two years ago to bring the factions 
togetner. He cannot now bé properly class- 
ed with either faction. For several months

visions in regard to the Hawaiian treaty. 
The exis‘ing commercial treaty’ ‘between 
the United States and the government of 
tHese islands provides for the free admis- 
sion of raw evgars, the product of the 
islands, into the United States.’ If this 
treaty should remajn in force it would re- 
sult In giving a bounty to the Hawaiian 
suger producers amounting to more than 
$5,000,000 per annum. 

“There shouki be no difficulty in securing 
through the treaty-making power such 
modificatiors of the treaty as will be sat- 
isfactory to both countries, without in- 
jury to either. I am sure there will be no 
difficulty in securing proper modification 
of the treaty so that it will not be necessa- 
ry for the government of the United States 
to give one year’s notice of its abrogation 
as provided for by its terms.”

Senator Cannon’s Amendment. 


Senator Cannot, of Utah, today offered 
the following as an amendment to the tariff 
bill: 

“And from and after sixty days from the 
passage of this act there shall be paid out 
of any moneys in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated to any exporter of wheat 
or wheat flour, rye or rye flour, corn, 
ground or unground, cotton, hops or to- 
bacco, produced wholly in the United 
States and exported by sea from any port 
in the United States.to any port of other 
country, the following: export bounty, by 
way of an equalization to agriculture of 
the benefits of this act to encourage the 
industries of the United States, to-wit: 

“Ten cents per bushel on wheat, 50 cents 
per bushel on wheat flour, 10 cents per 
bushel on rye; 8) cents per barrel on rye 
flour, 5 cents per bushel on corn, 10 cents 
per cental on corn, ground; 1 cent per 
pound on cotton, 2 cents per pound on hops, 
2 cents per pound on tobacco. And all pay- 
ments of bounty under this act shall be 
made upon negotiable vouchers issued by 
the collector of customs at the port of 
clearance, upon presentation at the treas- 
ury or any sub-treasury of the United 
States, and the secretary of the treasury is 
hereby charged with making and enforcing 
such regulations as may be necessary for 
the full protection of the exporters and of 
the government according to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the law.’’ 

This amendment is the result of a con- 
ference of silver republicans, populists and 
some democrats, and may be said to repre- 
sent the sentiments of the element in the 
senate which puts silver above all other 
subjects of legislation.

Another 
Claimant.

John Maloy seeks to recover from 
sister, Mrs Celia Graham, certain pro 
erty in Bibb and Jones counties eg i 

rs. 
Graham be restricted from using or trans- 
ferring the property. It alleges that Maloy 
went to Ireland, leaving a considerable 
amount of property with his sister, who 


was at that time unmarried. In order that | 


she might sell the property for him he. 
gave her deeds to it. Since then he has 
only received $500 from her, although she 
has collected rents to the amount of $10,000. 
Maloy also alleges that large amounts 
of property have been acquired with the 
rents so collected. 

According to reliable information, there 
is a story behind the petition. It runs as 
follows: 

At the breaking out of the war the three 
Sweeney brothers, who are brothers of 
Mrs. Maloy, owned considerable property. 
They were afraid the confederate states 
government would confiscate the property, 
@s they did not enter the confederate army, 
and in order to protect the property deed- 
ed it to their sister, who at that time 
was a Mrs. Burke, whose husband, John 
D. Burke, was in the confederate army. 
The Sweeneys then left Macon and re- 
mained until after the war. In the mean- 
time Burke came home from the war, but 
had only been here a short while when he 
was killed on Mulberry street. When the 
Sweeneys returned to Macon a year or so 
later Mrs, Burke had married Maloy, and 
according to the laws of Georgia at that 
time by reason of such marriage half of 
the property became his. The property, 
however actually belonged to the Sweeneys. 

When the Sweeneys demanded the return 
of the property, Maloy refused to give it 
and bitter feelings were engendered be- 
tween him and the Sweeneys. He and 
his wife also failed to get along smoothly 
together and had a division of the property. 


r It was about this time that Maloy was 


buried alive in a ditch beyond Kast Ma- 
con. There has always been some myste- 
ry about this alleged burial, but at any 
rate it was announced at the time that 
Maloy was dead—that the embankment ‘of 
a ditch caved in on him and buried him 
alive. But Maloy scratched out from un- 
der the dirt and as quickly and quietly as 
possible he converted as much of his prop- 
tey as possible into cash and in order to 
avoid another burial left for Ireland with 
32,000 in cool cash in his pockets. That 
portion of his property that he could not 
dispose of he left with his siter who at 
that time was an attendant in the state 
lunatic asylum. 

For a long time there were only a few 
people who knew that Maloy was not 
dead, but it finally became known that he 
was in Ireland and was doing well on the 
$9,000. A number of years later Miles 
Sweeney, who was the only surviving 
brother and who had never given up his 
claim on the property that he and his 
brothers had deeded to their sister, Mrs. 
Maloy, went to Ireland for the purpose of 
recovering that portion of it that Maloy 
had invested over there, but being without 
witnesses or anything to establish his 
claim, he was unsuccessful and returned 
to this country a few years ago. Since then 
he has tried to recover that portion of the 
property held by Mrs. Maloy and this 
case has been in the courts for some time. 

A year or two ago Mrs. Maloy was tried 
on a writ of lunacy and adjudged insane, 
but she had many friends who claimed 
that she was not insane and another trial 
was secured. At this trial the jury de- 
clared her to be of sound mind. The whole 
affair was resting in this shape until 
about two months ago. Maloy, to the great 
surprise of all, showed up. He now claims 
the property he left behind with his sister. 
He has never been divorced from his wife 
although they were separated for more 
than a quarter of a century.

No Damages for One Who Did Not and 
Was Killed. 

A man on’a bicycle came to a railroad 
crossing where there were four tracks. A 
freight train was passing and he could not 
cross. He did not dismount, but rode round 
in a circle several times. As the last car 
passed he started across and was killed by 
a train moving in the opposite direction, 
but which he could not see while riding 
round. A suit was brought for damages 
and the supreme court of the state has just 
delivered its decision denying the right of 
the heirs to damages. Justice Miller de- 
livering the opinion, said that the deceased 
should have dismounted and taken rea- 
sonable precautions himeelf. Circling 
round and round did not constftute a legal 
stop, according to the court. ‘“Consider- 
ing the case of dismounting and the con- 
trol of the rider over his instrument, a bicy- 
cler must, under all ordinary circumstan- 
ces, be trea'ted as subject to the same rules 
as a pedestrian.

In this investigation the co-operation of 
the United States department of labor was 
secured, and the results have been em- 
bodied in statistical form in the tenth 
bulletin of the department (May, 1897.) 

The conference was opened with prayer 
by Rev. Dr. Thirkield, of the Gammon 
Sctool of Theology, after which President 
Bumstead, of Atlanta university, spoke 
briefly upon the importance of statistics as 
a science and upon the scientific signficance 
of investigation and of the conference. 

Society, he said, is an organism and any 
attempt at reform must recognize this fun- 
demental fact. Statistics show the real 
condition of society, and this is the first 
step in the matter of reform. In fact, 
no reform is possible until the conditions 
are recognized and understood. The value 
of statistics depends upon the accuracy 
of the first investigator and aiso upon an 
intelligent interpretation of the figures af- 


terwards. 

The next speaker was Butler R. Wilson, 
ot Boston, who gave in detail some of the 
most important results of the investigation 
of the past year. He emphasized the fact 
that the negro has nothing to fear from 
rigid investigation, but, on the other hand, 
the results of such investigation will be 
helpful. The guiding principles of the 
work. he said. have been to get the truth 
regardless of consequences, and to get such 
truth as should be of practical value. The 
work has brought out the following facts: 
Negro families are smaller on the average 
than was supposed. The average age of 
negroes is smaller than that of whites. 
There is not an overcrowding in dwellings 
as was supposed. Support of families by 
female labor is very prevalent, which re- 
sults in neglect of children. Consumption 
and pneumonia are the diseases most fatal. 
Sanitary conditions will not account for 
the difference in death rate between whites 
and negroes. The difference must be ex- 
plained in some other way. In spite of 
environment, the health of negroes is 
comparatively good. 

L. M. Hershaw, of Washirgton, then read 
@ paper upon the social and physical condi- 
tion of the negro, as shown by a compari- 
_gon of progress made during the last fifteen 
years in Atlanta, Baltimore, Charleston, 
Memphis and other cities. The vital statis- 
tics of these cities show 73.8 per cent excess 
in colored over white mortality during the 
last fifteen years. Atlenta’s excess has 
been. 87.6 per cent. The greatest excess has 
been in Charleston, the smallest in Mem- 
phis. During these years, however, the col- 
ored death rate has been gradually decreas- 
ing in most of the cities. Memphis shows 
the greatest improvement in this respect, 

‘Charleston the least. The causes of the 
excessive mortality are the same for all 
the cities. consumption being the disease to 
cause most alarm for the future. Mr. Her- 
shaw concluded by saying that the exces-

He showed 
that the laws of health apply equally to 
negroes and to whites, and that their vio- 
lation leads to the Same results in both 
races. The chief causes of mortality, ,he 
said, are consumption, vereral  dis- 
eases and infant mortality. The 
tendency to consumption in the negro 
has only developed to any marked degree 
Since the war. Venereal diseases are the 
consequence of vice, While infant mortality 
is now so alarming as to threaten the 
future of the race. In eighteen cties the 
race is doing scarcely more than.reproduc- 
ing itself. True, v:ce and ignorance are to 
be explained as consequences of slavery, 


but they are not, therefore, to be excused. 
The solution of the question is to be found 
in a higher social morality; moral regener- 
ation is the only hope, for ali history 
teaches that without social reform the 
negro race is doomed to extinction. 

The proceedings of the evening closed 
with the adoption of the foliowing resolu- 
tions: 

“Resolved, That it appears from the re- 
sult of the investigation: 

“First, That the excessive mortality 
among negroes is not - due to any great ex- 
tent to environment. 

“2. That the excessive mortality among 
negroes is largely due either to their igno- 
rance or their disregard of the laws of 
health and morality. 

“3. That the excessive mortality and the 
epparent increase Of immortality among 
the negroes is chiefly due to the neglect 
of home and family life, the chief cause 
of which is the extent to which the moth- 
ers are obliged to 0 out to work. 

“4. That the failure of the men to entire- 
ly support their families with their earn- 
ings has a most serious effect upon the 
social, physical and economic progress of 
the race. 

‘“S. That finally it appears that the ne- 
gro must reform himseif and that he is not 
dependent upon charity or municipal regu- 
lations, but has the means in his own 


“Resolved, That the following recommen- 
dations are made: 

“™{. That the attention of members of the 
ecnference during the coming year be con- 
centrated on reforms in the family life of 
the regro. 

“2. That greater care and attention should 
be given to the home training of the chil- 
dren, especially of young men and young 
women, and that parents’ associations and 
mothers’ meetings should be formed for 
that purpose. 

“3. That Gay nurseries should be provided 
for the cvre of infants and young children 
in the enforced absence of the parents. 

“4. That drierdly visiting among the 
poor should be more general and more 
Systematic and that such friendly visitors 
should hold weekly or monthly conferences 
under the direction of these who are mak- 
ing a special study of social problems.” 

The conference will be continued this af- 
ternoon and evening, and some valuable re- 
sults are to be expected,

| HAVEMEYER’S TRIAL 


ON BEFORE BRADLEY 


Claims Sugar Company's Political Contri- 
bution Not Pertinent To Inquiry. 


THAT IS THE LINE OF DEFENSE 


Case Is Being Heard. Before Open Court 
with Large Attendance. 


PROSECUTION ANTICIPATES THE LINE 


Allen’s Question Was Shown To Be by 
the Committee and Not as an 
Individual Query. 


Washingtcn, May 25.—The trial of H. O. 
Havemeyer. president of the American Su- 
gar Refining Company, for refusing to an- 
swer a question propounded by the senate 
sugar inveetigatirg committee in the spring 
of 1894, began before Judge Bradley to- 
day. 

There was a large crowd in aitendance. 
No trouble was experienced in securing a 
jury, only thre@ peremptory challenges be- 
ing made by the defense and none by.the 
prosecution. 

District Attorney Davis. conducted the 
case fcr the government and Nathaniel 
Wilson, John G. Johnson, of Philadelphia, 
and John E. Parsons, of New York, ap- 
peared for the defense. 

Elverton R. Chapman, the New York 
sugar broker who is serving. a thirty days’ 
sentence in the district jail for the offense 
for which Havemeyer is being tried, was 
present as a witness, but did not testify 
today. 

The witnesses today were the file clerk 
of the senate, the committee's stenographer 
and Senators Gray, Lodge, Davis and 
Lindsay, who were on the investigating 
committée. & 

The line of defense, as disclosed today, 
is that the question asked, which looked 
to the production of data as to the political 
contributions of the sugar company to state 
and local elections, wes not pertinent to the 
inquiry. 

This was shown by the repeated develop- 
ment of the fact that Mr. Havemeyer an- 
swered the question as to the national cam- 
paign as to the election of United States 
senator before the legislatures. 

This line of defense was anticipated some- 
what by the district attorney. Considera- 
ble stress was also placed on the attempt 
of the defense to show that Senator Al- 
len’s question—which Mr. Havemeyer de- 
clined to answer—was an individual and 
not a committee question, but the testi- 
mony today went to prove that the query 
was propounded :by the direction of the 
committee.

FIDELITY STOCKHOLDERS DIS- 
CUSSED THE SITUATION. 


Some Arrangement May Be Reached 


Today by Which the Depositors of 
the Bank Will Be Paid. 


The stockholders of the Fidelity Banking 
and Trust Company held an important 
meeting yesterday afternoon in the office 
of the bank, behind closed doors. 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
of endeavoring to see if it were possible to 
arrange some plan for the payment ofthe 
depositors of the bank. Just what was done 
is not known, an no announcement was 
made after the meeting was over further 
than the statement that no definite action 
wes taken, although the matter was dis- 
cussed at length and many propositions 
made for a settlement. 

It is understood that an arrangement is 
being perfected by which the depositors 
will be paid a portion, if not all of the 
money which they had in the bank on the 
day of its suspension. The arrangement will 
probably mean that certain of the solvent 
stockholders will pay their double lability 
toward securing a fund for the payment 
of the deposit list, taking judgment 
against the insolvent stockholders. 

Suits are now being prepared by Attor- 
neys Rosser and Carter, representing the 
receiver of the bank, and Attorney Bur- 
ton Smith, representing certain depositors, 
which may be filed today in the clerk’s 
office. The suits will show that the stock- 
holders are Hable to depositors in double 
the amount of stock held and the court’s 
judgment will be asked to cover these 
amounts. It had been hoped that the ar- 
rangement could be effected without the 
necessity and expense of litigation, but 
the delay of the stockholders in making the 
payment has caused considerable dissatis- 
faction among the depositors and many 
rumors have been current on this account. 

Warrants have been threatened by some 
of the depositors unless their claims were 
paid at once, as it is charged that the 
bank was insolvent when several of the 
deposits were received. It was stated that 
the matter would be brought to the atten- 
tion of the grand jury, but no action has 
been taken by that body as yet.

Naturally the cost of quarrying was 
much heavier then than now, and as 
the capitol commissioners had to com- 
plete their work with a definite sum, 
allowed them by the legislature for the 
new building, they did not feel justified 
in paying the additional cost that would 
have been required in the use of Georgia 
marble. The tremendous output of the 
Georgia quarries, with increased facili- 
ties. for quarrying, have so reduced the 
price of material that were Georgia’s 
capitol to be built today it could be con- 
structed as cheaply of marble now as it 
was of limestone ten years ago. During 
recent. years Georgia marble has more 
than held its own in competition, not 
only with limestone, but with any kind 
rof building material, and it may be 
said that, as a material for the construc- 
tion of great public buildings, it has but 
entered the era of its greatest develop- 
ment.

John Wanamaker, who was postmas- 
ter general under Harrison, and who 
was recently a candidate for United 
States senator{ has been visiting in 
Chicago. During his stay there he made 
a speech from the pulpit of one of the 
churches.

The 
fact was duly advertised in the news- 
papers and “Mr. Wanamaker’s pious 
heart must have swelled with joy when 
the organs sounded his praise. 

Yet, when he contributed the money he 
knew—none better—thatthe huge fund 
was to be employed in bribing judges 
of election and in corrupting such of 
the voters as were open to corruption. 
No doubt he made a pious ejaculation 
when he enlarged the corruption fund. 
Those who belong to the immaculate 
order of Pecksniff are good at such 
things. 

Mr. Wanamaker’s advice to his Chi- 
cago audience is undoubtedly good. We 
have no fault to find with it. Good men 
and Christian men should be placed in 
office. But this self-proclaimed Christian 
tried to buy his way into the United 


States senate. The reason he didn’t suc- 


ceed was because Mr. Penrose had, by 
some means or other, secured an option 
on the republican members of the Penn- 
sylvania legislature.

The question, 
therefore, arises, is Mr. Bynum paid to 
enter upon this performance, or is he 
engaged in missionary work on his own 
responsibility? Is he paid more than he 
can make in the lobby at Washington 
or in the pursuit of his profession?

A Frenchman’s Theory of Cuba. 

One of the most interesting and 
thoughtful contributions to the literature 
of the present crisis in Cuban affairs is 
from the pen of M. Georges Clemanceau, 
the well-known French leader and jour- 
nalist. 

From the standpoint of a vigorous and 
impartial Eurcpean thinker, who has 
given the subject much study, M. Clem- 
anceau reasons that whatever the re- 
sult of the present struggle on the 
island may be, Spain cannot possibly 
retain her hold upon Cuba for any length 
of time. The main argument which the 
French writer advances in support of 
this contention is that Cuba, on account 
of its close proximity to the United 
States, must inevitably come under the 
influence of American sentiment and 
ideas. Says the writer in this connec- 
tion: 

I fix no time; for human action cannot 
be calculated with the exactitude one 
would use in the solution of some mathe- 
matical problem, but this much is ce?tain— 
Cuba will gravitate infallibly to the United 
States. Whatever the government in Wash- 
ington may be, it will always have an eye 
on Cuba, and Cuba will always have an eye 
op the United States. . 

It is absolutely impossible that Spain, or 
Europe either, can prevent what is almost 
a natural law, and sooner or later—whether 
it be this year or next does not affect the 
question in the-least—the inevitable result 
will be that Cuba will come under the sway 
of American influence. 

And it will be for the welfare of all con- 
cerned. 

While this country has no present in- 
tention of annexing Cuba, the force of 
the above argument must be admitted. 
In the event any foreign power should 
attempt to seize the island the extent of 
this country’s interest therein would be 
realized at once. Not only is the United 
States government bound to protect 
Cuba from European greed because of 
the loyal adherence to the Monroe doc- 
trine, which prevails in this country, but 
also on account of the strategic position 
which Cuba occupies at the mouth of the 
Mexican gulf. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note the contents of two important state 


,papers recently brought to light. They 


sustain the position taken by the French 
writer and also show the value of Cuba 
from a strategie point of view. Under 
date of November 30, 1825, ,Alexan- 
der Hill Everett, minister to Spain, wrote 
to President John Quincy Adams discus- 
sing at length the relations existing be- 
tween Spain and the United States. In 
view of the financial embarrassment of 
Spain at that time, it was suggested by 
Minister Everett that the United States 
offer the Spanish government a loan on 
condition that Cuba be temporarily 
ceded to this country. The matter was 
discussed at some length in diplomatic 
and legislative circles, but nothing was 
done in regard to the matter. The bare 
discussion of the proposition, however, 
shows that the country at that time was 
deeply interested in the island. | 

In 1852 Great Britain and France pro- 
posed that the United States join them 
in disclaiming “now and hereafter all 
intention to obtain possession of Cuba 
and to bind themselves to discounte- 
nance all attempts to that effect by any 
power or individual.” In a letter dated 
December 1, 1852, Edward Everett, who 
was secretary of state at that time, dis- 
cussed the proposition of Great Britain 
and France, declining in most emphatic 
terms to accept it. As his reason for de- 
clining the proposition Mr. Everett said: 

No administration of this government, 
however strong in the public confidence 
In other respects, could. stand a day un- 
der the odium of having stipulated with 
the g-eat powers of Europe that in no fu- 
ture time, under no change of circum- 
stances, by no amicable arrangement with 
Spain, by no lawful war, by no consent of 
the inhabitants of the island, should they, 
like the possessions of Spain on the Ameri- 
c continent, succeed in rendering this 
independence; in fine, by no overruling nec- 
eessity of self-preservation. should the 
Wnited States make the acquisition of 
Cuba. 

These letters distinctly show that the 
policy of this government has always 
been one of jealousy in behalf of Cuba 


and that the annexation of the island 
to the United States has never been re- 


garded as visionary or improbable. To. 
this extent the views of the French 
writer are strongly supported by the tra- 
ditions of the government, but whether 
or not Cuba will ever become a part of 
the United States remains to be seen.

Who Were the Chickasaw? 


Editor Constitution—I would like to know 

something about the Chickasaw Indians

Clayton, Ga, May 25, 1897. 

An interesting element of the aboriginal 
population of the southwestern parts of 
the United States was the Chickasaw na- 
tion, called by Pere Charlevoix Chicachas, 
and by Le Page du Pratz Tchicahas. This 
people formerly occupied the territory trav- 
ersed by the river bearing their name. 
They were numerous and warlike and were 
powerful] in war. Some aythorities suppose 
them to have been the remnants of a semi- 
civilized people. They are described as 
having been tall, well built, and with very 
regular Yeatures. The Chickasaw lan- 
guage, although slightly corrupted, was 
spoken by all the tribes who were neigh- 
bors of the Chickasaws. Le Page du Pratz 
says that the French called their language 
the Mobilian. Garceloso de la Vega in 
his history of the conquest of Florida men- 
tions this considerable nation as being very 
numerous and very rich. Pere Charlevoix 
asserts, however, that they were neither 
more opulent nor more polished than the 
other natives. They exhibited their civil- 
ization, however, by trading with the Eng- 
lish, and at the instigation of the latter 
they entered into a conspiracy to destroy 
the Louisiana colony. The Chickasaws 
later were on good terms with the United 
States, and made considerable progress in 
civilization as is showh in their present 
advanced mode of living in the Chickasaw 
nation, in the Indian Territory. Some of 
their chiefs, and especially those of mixed 
blood, for in the Chickasaw nation there 
have been many inter-marriages with the 
whites—wero slave-owhers, and raised 
varied cattle and hogs in large numbers. 
When reduced to about 3,00 individuals 
they retired to the northward of the Choc- 
taws in the northern portion of the states 
of Mississippi and Alabama.

THE DIVINE Is IN WASHINGTON | 
PRESSING HIS CLAIMS. 


His Chances Now Considered To Be 
Brighter Than They Have 
Ever Been. 


It is now believed that the chances of 
Dr. I. 8S. Hopkins for appointment as min- 
ister to Greece are better than ever. Cer- 
tain intimation given out in semi-official 
sources in Washington have induced a 
strong revival of this belief. 

Dr. Hopkins is now in Washington, where 
he has been since last Friday. He writes 
home that his prospects are more encour- 
aging than ever and while he has nothing 
direct he believes that his chances are 
good. He will remain In Washington until 
the appointment is settled one way or the 
other. He was in New York last week 
when he received a summons to come to 
Washington on business connected with 
his application and he went immediately to 
the capital. Me will wait there for develop- 
ments and in the meantime will not fail 
to put in such stray licks as he can. 

An unexpectedly strong effort ts sates 
made in Hopkins’s behalf. It is non- 
political and comes from very high educa- 


.tional and church sources. lt is said that 
his 


appointment has been recommended 
by high church officials of the north, as 
well as of the south, and influential educa- 
tors in various parts of the country have 
joined in the movement in his behalf. No 
stronger indorsement of a non-political 
character was ever given to an applicant 
for a position of such high rank as that 
to which Dr. Hopkins aspires.

Nashville’s Show Has Demoralized the 
Convict Camp: 

The fame of the Nashville Centennial has 
reached the Fulton county convict camp 
and the convicts are making desperate ef- 
forts to secure their release from the 
shackles and chains so that they can at- 
tend the Tennessee show. This statement 
is not exaggerated, as the records show the 
increased attempts which have been made 
by the convicts to escape and in every 
gang of workers there is a constant hum 
of conversation about the exposition. 

“How these unfortunate convicts were 
informed of the Nashville exposition is 
more than I can say,” said Mr. Jack Spald- 
ing yesterday. Mr. Spalding is the chair- 
man of the committee from the board of 
county commissioners, which has supervis- 
ion of the county public works. ‘‘These fel- 
lows have got the craze to see the expo- 
sition, though, and many of them are do- 
ing their utmost’ to get away from the 
camps and see the exposition at all haz- 
ards. There has never been before in the 
history of the county chaingang such per- 
sistent efforts to escape as there are at 
the present. There is scarcely a day that 
passes in which some convict does not try 
.to escape. 

“AS a result of the great desire on the 
part of the convicts to see the exposition, 
I think it will be necessary for some of the 
ren who try to escape to be carried before 
the judge of the criminal court. It is a mis- 
demeanor for a convict to attempt to es- 
cape. Heretofore they have not been pun- 
ished when caught, but I believe it will 
be necessary unless this thing stops to 
carry some of the men before the judge 
and have an example made of them for the 
benefit of their comrades in chains.”’ 

Superintendent Donaldson says he cannot 
understand why the convicts are so dissat- 
isfied unless it is because they want to see 
the Nashville exposition. 

Nearly every convict who has escaped 
and been recaught has given as his reason 
for trying to get away the fact that he 
wanted to go to Nashville.

The market is 
still in control of the professional traders, 
and their tactics offset the elements of 
strength. New Jersey Central gave evi- 
dence of having reached a point of resist- 
ance to further depreciation, and the shorts 
were driven to rather strenuous exertions 
to cover. The loan rate of the stock was 
bd up by manipulation in order to em- 
barrass the shorts. The removal of the 
severe pressure on this stock for the time 
be'ng was quite a relief to the market, 
though there was a reaction in the price. 
Sugar was strong on the belief that the 
explanation offered of the sugar schedule 
of the tariff bill in the senate would help 
its chance of passage.

BRADSTREET’S REPORTED SMALL DECREASE 


Corn Was Weak and Lost 1-4, and 
Oats Closed a Shade Lower—Fro- 
visions Declined 5 to 7 1-2c. 


Chicago, May 25.—Wheat today closed at 
a decline of %c. The market held stub- 
bornly firm during the forenoon in spite 
of heavy liquidations, but finally succumb- 
ed. Corn was weak and lost \%c-. Oats 
closed a shade lower and provisions de- 
clined 5@7'‘c. 

Wheat opened firm at about the price it 
closed at yesterday, because French coun- 
try markets were quoted practically 1 
franc higher. Liverpool, on the other hand, 
opened %4d lower, and the next quotation 
noted transactions at a further 4d decline. 
Receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth were 
very heavy, the total number of cars at 
the two places being 832, against 534 on 
the corresponding day of the year before. 
The firmness, which started on the strength 
reported in the French markets, was shak- 
en, about half an hour from the opening, 
the St. Louis market broke to lc per bush- 
el below the price it closed at yesterday, 
and New York sent dispatches about the 
same time, reporting a decline at Paris 
equal to 1%c per bushel. These matters 
ekpt the market fluctuating within a nar- 
row range during the morning. July open- 
ed a shade higher at from, 71%4c to 73%c, 
declined to Tic, recovered to T1%@7l’ec, 
then down to 70%c and back again to Tlige 
in that time. Chicago received only 2 
carloads, and 150,000 bushels were inspected 
out of store. The Atlantic export ist gg lag" 2 
of wheat and flour were only equal to 12, 
000 ‘bushels. Closing cables gave the net 
declines for the day at Liverpool at 4d 
each for May and July and 4d for Sep- 
tember. Bradstreet’s, which was expected 
to show a decrease in the world’s stocks 
for the week of about 1,750,000 bushels, re- 
ported only 793,000 bushels decrease. In 
the last haif an hour the break in wheat, 
which appeared impending all the forenoon, 
finally materialized and carried July down 
to 70%c, and it closed at 70%c. A line of 
about 1,000 bushels, supposed to be long 
wheat, was sold from 7l%sc to 71%c. Most 
of it fell into the hands of the scalpers, 
who, in parting with it, again caused the 
furth decline. 

Corn was inactive and influenced princi- 
rally by the extremely heavy receipts—S83 
ears. There was continued heavy selling 
by the elevator people. There was a good 
demand for spot corn. July opened 4c 
lower at 24%c. sold at 24%@24%4c, and de- 
clined to 24%4c, where it closed. 

Oats were dull and exhibited the charac- 
teristics of yesterday’s market in that 
prices ‘held steady, notwithstanding re- 
ceipts of 670 cars. Trading was limited to 
small lots and fluctuations were narrow. 
July opened unchanged at 17%c, sold at 
17%c and closed at 17%@17%c. 

Provisions were weak and lower on the 
large hog receipts west.

It Stirs Up a Lively and Interesting 
Religious Sensation. ) 

W. HOSKINS TAKEN IN CHARGE 


He Denounced Christ as an Imposter 
and Did Not Believe the Bibie. 


WILL BE BACKED BY THE FREE THINKERS 


It Means a Religious Fight in *the 
Courts—Hoskins Makes a Full 
Statement for the Public. 


A decided sensation was caused last night 
by the arrest of William Walton Hoskins, 
the man who has been preaching at the 
corner of Marietta and Peachtree streets 
for a month past. 
> Hoskins was approached by Sergeant 
Poole and told that the permit to preach 
on the street had been revoked and he 
must cease. Hoskins quit and went to the 
police barracks to see:the chief, and nct 
finding him there he went back to his stand 
and began to preach again. Sergeant Poole 
approached the preacher a second time and 
told him to consider himself under arrest. 

A large crowd was present and the ar- 
rest produced a great sensation. Hoskins 
Was surrounded by his friends who believe 
as he does, and they followed him in a 
body to the police barracks. 

The street preacher held in his hand an 
old Bible which had the covers torn off. 
He had been uttering on the public thor- 
oughfares that the Scriptures are  unin- 
spired and that Christ was an impostor. 

This had been reported to the board of 
police commissioners and Monday night 
they agreed that the man should not be 
allowed to take such public utterances. 
Chief Connolly instructed Captain Manley 
to have the street preaching stopped. Yes- 
terday morning Captain Manley instructed 
Sergeant Poole to arrest Hoskins if he did 
not desist. 

Hoskins was very ctvil and polite to the 
officer and went with him quietly to the 
barracks. He said that he wished to make 
the case a test one, for he did not believe 
that the police had the right to interfere 
with his religious liberty. He promised to 
preach no more unti) the case was tried 
by the recorder and he was allowed to go 
on a copy of charges, no bond being asked 
of him. 

The Charge Against Him. 

The charge against Hoskins is dbstructing 
the streets,.and his case will come up be- 
fore the recorder on Thursday afterncon. 

Hoskins belongs to the school of Free 
Thinkers. He was at one time a. member 
of the First Christiam church of Atlanta, 
and used to preach to the prisoners in the 
jail.. He claims that even then he did not 
believe in the foreknowledge and omnipres- 
ence cf God and disbelieved the trinity, 
He is a printer ty trade, and after working 
for the Southern Christian Publishing Com- 
pany went to Austell with a view of taking 
charge of a church in that town. He re- 
turned to Atlanta about a month ago to 
work for the Franklin Printing Company 
and began his. preaching on the streets. 
His discourses have been listened to by 
large crowds, and on several occasions 
there Was some talk of layirg violent hands 
on him, threats being made to ride him ona 


Society of Free Thinkers. 

The Scciety of Free Thinkers, to which 
he belorgs, was organized in Atlanta two 
weeks ago in the hall of the Federation 
of Trades with about forty members. The 
society meets every Sunday morning at 
10:39 o’clock, when there are discussions on 
the subject of free thinking. 

When Hoskins was taken to the police 
barracks a large crowd of his sympathizers 
followed him and swarmed about in the 
office. They were very orderly, but express- 
ed themselves very freely on what they 
termed an unjust interference with religious 
liberty. 

Hoskins was asked for a statement of 
the docirine which he had been preaching 
on the streets and he furnished the follow- 
ing statement which was written by himself 
for Ihe Constitution: 


Hoskins’s Pronunciamento. 


“To the #ublic—I have been arrested for 
preaching against all religions that are 
based On bouss said to be reveaiea frum 
the unseen world, and these are tne doc- 
trines 1 fave preacnea: 

“I believe that there is only one God, a 
personai Oving, shapea like we are, Wilh a 
spiritual body and parts.

CITY’S BIG PARADE TODAY. 


VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS WILL 
SHOW OFF IN PROCESSION. 


Policemen, Firemen and Others Will 
March for the Public’s 
Enlightenment. 


The inspection of the different depart- 
ments of the city government by the may- 
or, council and visiting officials, will odcur 
this afternoon. The procession, which will 
be over a mile long, will start promptly 
at 4 o’clock, and marching through the 
principal streets of the city, will arrive 
before the reviewing stand about thirty 
minutes later. 

Carpenters were at work on the stand, 
at the corner of Peachtree and Marietta 
streets, all day yegterday, and the struct- 
ure will be comp this morning. The 
place will hold a large number of people, 
and will doubtless be filled, as a great 
many admission tickets have already been 
issued to prominent citizens and city offi- 
cials. - 

The procession will form near the corner 

of Broad and Walton streets, and will 
march out Broad to Hunter, down Hunter 
to Whitehall, Whitehall to Mitchell, Mitch- 
ell to Pryor, Pryor to Decatur, Decatur 
past the reviewing stana to Marietta. The 
Fifth regiment band, one of the finest in 
the south, will head the column and there 
will be several other bands in the pro- 
cession. 
« The officials of the different departments 
spent almost the entire day yesterday pre- 
paring for the inspection. The police and 
firemen have been drilling for some time, 
and will present a striking appearance as 
they march in solid phalanx before the re~ 
viewing stand. 


The Sanitary Department. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the parade will be the sanitary depart- 
ment, which will be headed by Chief Veal. 
The force of inspectors will be mounted, 
and will ride four abreast before the re- 
viewing stand. Then will follow the street 
sweepers in uniform, the two-horse wagons, 
about fifty in number, and as many more 
carts. There will be nearly 200 head of 
stock in his one section of the parade and 
over 200 men, all: of whom will be neatly 
uniformed. This is larger than all the oth- 
er departments in the city combined, and 
will give the public a good illustration for 
the first time of the extent of the health 
department. 

Chief Joyner, of the firemen, will have 
his department, out in full force, and will 
sustain the reputation his department has 
always enjoyed—of being one of the best in 
the country. The firemen have been drill- 
ing for several days, and will be one of the 
features of the parade this afternoon. The 
engines and wagons will also be in line, 
and after the procession has passed the 
stand, Chief Joyner will give a practical 
illustration of up-to-date fire-fighting, 
throwing several streams of water in dif- 
ferent directions with full steam and water 
pressure, using the engines and high lad- 
ders. 

Chief Connolly’s Blue Coats. 

The policemen, under command of Chief 
Connolly, will march over a hundred 
strong at the head of the procession. They 
are well drilled, and will, perhaps, present 
the best appearance, from a military stand- 
point, in the procession. 

Atlanta has now the best force in her 
history, and the citizens will have eyery 
reason to feel proud of the showing the 
coppers will make this afternoon. The men 
wili be in their new uniforms and helmets, 
which have just arrived.

Will Saunders, Now a Convict, Stated | Says the, Justice Declined To Accept 


That Donaldson Was His 
Confederate. 


There was a sensational arrest last night ; 


which makes another chapter in the steal- 
ing case which took place some time ago 
in the store of Draper, Moore & Zo. 

The young man who was taken in cus- 
tody and locked up behind the bars at the 
police barracks is CC. M. Donaldson, who 
geeems to have been engaged in a variety 
of pursuits at different times. Recently 
he has been a tonsorial artist. 

It will be remembered that Will Saunders, 
clerk for Draper, Moore & Co. and Henry 
Simms, a negro drayman, were arrested 
for stealing goods from the store. Saun- 
ders was tried and convicted and is now 
serving a three-year sentence in the peni- 
tentlary. 

It is said that Saunders made a state- 
ment implicating Donaldson, and the police 
‘and city detectives have been looking for 
him for some time. He claims to have 
been in Atlanta all the while, but this 
is denied by the officers. 

Donaldson was found yesterday afternoon 
and arrested later in the evening. He was 
locked up in a cell and will be tried before 
a justice of the peace for larceny and re- 
ceiving stolen goods. 

Donaldson, when seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution last night, said that he 
was innocent and will get out of the trou- 
ble in a few days. 

“TIT knew Saunders very well,’”’ he said, 
“but I had nothing to do with his stealing. 
If he said I helped him in any way or 
aided him to dispose of the stolen goods 
he simply stated what was not true, and 
I will be able to prove it.”’ 

The prisoner is a young man not quite 
twenty-one years of age. He came to At- 
lanta from Virginia about three years ago. 
He has worked for merchants on Broad 
street and has traveled for a commission 
house. Lately, according to his own state- 
ment, he has been engaged as a “‘tonsorial 
artist.’’ 

The officers believe they will be able to 
convict him without any trouble. The 
chief witness against him will be Saun- 
ders.

NOTE WAS LEGAL. 


Judge Newman’s Decision Sustained 
by the Court of Appeals. 


A mandate was sent to the United States 
clerk’s office here from the circuit court of 
appeals at New Orleans yesterday affirm- 
ing the decision of Judge Newman in the 
case of William S. Kuhn, trustee, and in his 
own right appellee, against Robert Mor- 
cison, appelant. 

The case was appealed to appellate court 
some time ago. It was a suit to recover in- 
terest and principal on a certain note held 
by Kuhn against Morrison for a loan of 
$10,000. The note was made and delivered 
in Tennessee and was to bear 8 per cent 
per annum. 

It was claimed that the note was void 
because of usurious interest. Judge New- 
man decided that it was not void and he 
gave a decree fhat Kuhn could collect the 
principal and interest at 6 per cent, which 
is the lawful interest in Tennessee. 


A WOMAN SAVED. 


Solvent Bonds Which Were To 
Dissolve a Garnishment. 


A rule nisi was granted yesterday against 
Justice of the Peace J. W. Pierce, requir- 
ing him to show cause before the judge of 
the superior court why he should not be 
compelled by writ of mandamus to accept 


the bond of Will Henderson, an employee 


of the’ Southern railway, against whom a 
garnishment has been issued. 

The filing of Henderson’s petition shows 
an interesting state of facts which are al- 
leged to be inexistence both in the justice 
court and the railroad. The petition was 
filed before Judge Lumpkin in chambers 
and an order was eranted setting the case 
for a hearing on May 29th, at which time 
Judge Pierce must appear and show why 
he has refused to accept two bonds which 
have been tendered by the plaintiff. The 
hearing will doubtless bring out some in- 
teresting evidence. 

Henderson, who claims to be a laboring 
man and dependent upon his daily earn- 
ings, alleges in his petition that a note was 
sued upon by J. W. Pierce. Henderson 
shows- that the note went to judgment and 
a garnishment proceedings issued. He de- 
clares there is now in existence a rule of 
the Southern railway which provides that 
no man who has been served with a gar- 
nishment will be allowed to work for tha 
company. He says he has endeavored to 
secure a bond acceptable to the justice of 
the peace, which would dissolve the gar- 
nishment, but although two bonds have 
been tendered the officer he has declined 
to accept either one. 

When the garnishment was issued Hen- 
dergon secured a bond with which to dis- 
solve the garnishment, as he wished to re- 
turn to his work. The bond was signed by 
Mr. E. M. Bass, the wholesale and retail 
dry goods dealer. Mr. Bass, so the petition 
shows, was worth many times the amount 
of the garnishment and his bond was abso- 
lutely and above question solvent. Yet the 
bond was refused, so Henderson claims. 

Henderson then went to Dr. Joe Jacobs 
who furnished him with a bond. This bond, 
like the first. was without question sol- 
vent and good, Hend@ on claims, yet it 
was refused acceptance by the justice of 
the peace. In the meantime Henderson was 
suspended from his work. He says there is 


no reason why either one of the bonds ° 


should not be accepted and he now asks 
the court to require the officer to accept 
one of the bonds and dissolve the garnish- 
ment so that he can go to work. He says 
he has now been out of work some time 
and is denied the privilege of working for 
the company so long as the garnishment 
remains against him.

An order to Waldron requires that he be 
subject to the supegintendent’s order, and 
that he will be held responsible for the 
condition and feeding of all stock. An ac- 
curate set of books will be kept at the 
dumping grounds and the new system goes 
into effect June Ist.

Excursion to the Coast. 


THEY WILL ViSIT CUMBERLAND 


‘he Southern Gives Them a Rate of 
$3.50 for the Round Trip—June 
16th Grocers’ Day: 


On to Cumberiand island, is the cry of 
the Atlanta grocers. 

Last night an enthusiastic crowd of gro- 
cers filed the chamber of commerce. and 
held a great massmeeting to decide on a 
place for their excursion picnic. 

Very little time was lost in making the 
decisions. Every grocer present announced 
his desire to seek the joys of the seashore, 
and the suggestion that the excursion 
should go to Cumberland, was received 
with a unanimous burst of approval. 

All of the tired grocers wanted to take a 
plunge into the rolling surf. Visions of 
Nashville’s midway faded away when the 
glories of the ocean were painted in elo- 
quent words by some of the more enthu- 
siastic. 

A vote was taken, and it was decided to 
go to Cumberland. The rate for the trip 
had already been offered by the Southern 
road, at $3.50 for the round trip, including 
the street car fare from the depot to the 
wharf at Brunswick. and the steamer ride 
to the island. twenty miles away. This 
rate was accepted by the grocers, and a 
committee appointed to arrange the details 
of the excursion. The committee is com- 
posed of the foHowing named gentiemen: 
J. W. Kilpatrick, chairman; W. R. Roberts, 
secretary; O. T. Camp, George H. Sims 
and B. E. Gardner. 

This committee Ig authorized to arrange 
all the details. The date selected was June 
15th. The train will leave Atlanta on the 
night of June 15th, at 8:30, and will arrive 
in Brunswick about 6 o'clock the next 
morning. The stcamer will be waiting, and 
the excursionists will be tmmediately car- 
ried to the island. The train will leave 
for Atlanta on the return trip at 6:30 
o'clock on the afternoon of June 16th. 

The train will be in charge of Mr. W. D. 
Allen, of the Southern railway’s passenger 
department. To be absouutely sure of hav- 
ing none but the best people on board, the 
grocers themselves will select the excur- 
sionists. They will let no one buy tickets 
except friends whom they know to be all 
right. Cards will be printed and left with 
the grocers. When a grocer has a friend 
who wants to go on the trip, the grocer 
will gi him one of these cards, which 
will entitle the tholder to the purchase of a 
ticket from the railroad. No tickets will 
be sold to anyone who does not have one 
of the cards of indorsement from some 
grocer. 

The rate to Cumberland is the cheapest 
ever offered. It is lower than the grocers 
expected for so long a distance, and they 
are congratulating themselves over the 
liberal policy of the Southern. 

The grocers will close up their places of 
business on the day of the excursion, 
whether they go or not. All the excursion- 
ists will wear badges announcing the fact 
that they are the retari grocers of At- 
lanta. A committee was appointed last 
night to solicit money. from the wholesale 
grocers for the purchase of the badges. 
The committee was George Stapleton, C. G.

Is Not Extended Enough To Have 
Done Great Damage in This 
State Yet.

Washington, May 25.—The weather bureau 
in its report of crop conditions for the 
week ended May 24th, says: The week has 
been generally favorable for farm work, 
but cool nights generally throughout the 
states of the central valleys, 
and middle Atlantic coast have proved un- 


of rain is beginning to be felt in the cen- 
tral Mississippi and lower Missouri valleys 
and in the South Atlantic states. 

Cotton has experienced general improve- 
ment in Texas, and has made rapid ad- 
vancement over the southern part of the 
state, where squares and bolls are forming. 
Decided improvement is also reported from 
Alabama with favorable reports from Ar- 
kansas and Georgia. Cool nights have prov- 
ed injurious in Tennessee, and but slight 
improvement is reported in Louisiana, 
where the plant is sickly, and is being in- 
jured by lice. While cool nights have un- 
favorably affected the crop in Mississippl 
it shows improvement. In the Carolinas the 
plant is small and healthy. 

The promising conditions of winter wheat 
previously reported in the middle Atlantic 
states and Tennessee continue, but in Ken- 
tucky the outlook is. less favorable than 
in the preceding week. In Kansas the crop 
is much improved. Complaints of chinch 
bugs are reported from Missouri, and in 
Illinois the ¢rop is unimproved, and some 
fields are still being plowed up. for corn, 
Harvest has begun in Georgia and Texas 
and will soon begin in Arkansas. In Wash- 
ington the crop is needing rain, and in 
California the conditions have been favor- 
able. 

Spring wheat has made good progress in 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota and South 


Dikota, although needing rain in some sec- 


tions or the last named state. In North Da- 
kota the crup has made but little improve- 
ment. 3

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Annual Teachers’ Examination for County 
Schools Occurs Saturday. — 
ALL TEACHERS ARE INVITED 


Peabody Institute Lasting Two Weeks 
Will Be Held in June for the 
County’s Colored Teachers. 


The general examination of applicants for 
teachers’ licenses aud positions in the coun- 
ty schools will be held next Saturday. This 
examination will be the only one that will 
be held for the next twelve months and 
all those teachers who. expect to become 
applf@ants for positions in the county 
schools next fall are urged to take this ex- 
amination. The examination will begin 
promptly at 8:30 o'clock and will continue 
the entire day, with morning and after- 
noon sessions. ; 

The examination of white teachers will 
be held’ in the Boy’® High schoo! building, 
at the corner of Courtland and Gilmer 
etreets. The colored teachers will be ex- 
amined in the Morris Brown college, at 
the corner of Houston and the Boulevard. 
Unless applicants take this examination 
they will not be eligible to positions. 

County School Commissioner Guinn ex- 
tends a cordial imvitation to teachers of 
other counties to take the examination. 
There is, of course, nO charge for the ex- 
amination and in addition to it making 2 
person eligible, the study in itself will be an 
excellent training for everybody. 

A Peabody institute for the colored teach- 
ers will be held in this city at the Morris 
Brown college, begintiing June 7th and con- 
tinuing for two weeks. The negro teachers 
of the county, as well as those who are 
residents of other counties, are invited to 
attend. The colored teachers of Fulton 
county are required to be present, as this 
institute is held in Heu of the regular an- 
nual institute which is required by law. 

Commissioner R. J. Guinn will conduct 
the institute. He will be ably assisted by 
Professor W. B. Matthews, of the city pub- 
lic schools; Professor A. St. George Rich- 
ardson, of the Morris Brown college: Han- 
nah E. Howell, of Spelman seminary. The 
work of the teachers and those who at- 
tend the institute will be under the direc- 
tion of the county school commissioner. 

“The county schools will be brought to 
a brilliant close,’”’ said County School Com- 
missioner Guinn yesterday. ‘““‘The § session 
has been one in which a large amount of 
€00d work has been accomplished. The 
attendance has been good, the _ scholars 
have done conscientious and earnest work, 
and the teachers and patrons are all well 
satisfied. We cannot complain of the work 
of the spring session, but we hope next 
fall to eclipse all efforts of the past. We 
hope to improve’ the present school butid- 
ings and erect new ones during the coming 
yean, The people of the country are grad- 
ually awakening to the fact that county 
schools are absolutely necessary and can- 
not be abandoned. The future is bright 
with promise for the county schools.”

W. C. DUKES MAKES‘A SPEECH 


The Address Made by Special Request 
and Was Highly Complimented. 


WHAT THE PATROLMAN HAD 10 SAY 


Entire Depaitment Rigidly Inspected. 
They Were Out in Their New 
Uniforms for First Time, 


The entire police department of the city 
Was inspected yesterday morning at the 
police barracks. There were present Com- 
missioners English, Johnson, Patterson and 
Kendrick. 

Prior to the inspection the men assem- 
bied in the lower hall of the barracks and 
listened to an address by Patrolman Wy C. 
Dukes. Mr. Dukes was introduced by 
Chairman English and made a fine talk, 
which is given below. 

The men were marched the open 
court in the rear of the barracks and there 
underwent a most rigid inspection. Every 
one of the new uniforms was examined 
and all the accouterments worn by the pa- 
trosmem caretuliy iooked after. 

The men and officers made a splendid 
showing and will appear to great advantage 
at the annual review this afternoon. The 
commissioners complimented Patroiman 
Dukes on his address and made a special 
request that it be published in full in The 
Constitution. 

Mr. Dukes spoke as follows: 


“Mr. Chairman and Gentiemen—I beg 
your imau:gence for only a tew muments. 

f am mot atraid to appear bDefvre any 
audience or buuy of men and Spezk in de- 
fense of and for fr.enasnip, love and truth 
th Our Gepartment. lf tnere is anytning 
that should fii the hearts of this body ot 
men Witn joy it is that their conduet as 
Gifleers and citizens meet with che approval 
of the board so that they were selected 
a8 guardians of the peace for our people. 

“i tor one, and 4 believe 1 voice the senti- 
ment of eacn one whom the board nas hon- 
ored in their selection, feel grateful for the 
consideration taken of us. it illuminates 
Our pathway with the torehlights lit from 
the fiame of confidence, with the brilliancy 
which makes homes happy and memory 
sweet. Without such friendship, love and 
truth, gentiemun, there cannot be an or- 
ganized body of men, however great or 
small, that will be elevating in their influ- 
ence as officers or even in domestic life. 
Therefore, to you, my superiors in office, 
let me say stand true to the trust confided 
in you. Let the duties that link us together 
here officially be bound with the cords of 
love just as the great heroes who fell in 
field of battle were bound to their men and 
country. 

“Then if you should fall at the hands 
of the enemy or be otherwise called away 
from our midst, not only your subordinate 
in office would mourn their loss. but all 
the good people of Atlanta would bow 
their heads with sorrow. 

“To you, my comredes, let me say as I 
have said to our superiors in office.’”’ 

“Let not our friendship be that of a light 
character, but that affection for each other 
that burns with a steady flame of confi- 
derce that will throw out the rays of in- 
fluence not only upon the people of At- 
lanta, but upon the whole state. Let it 
be a persevering and purifying power that 
will send an ever aweHimg stream of. love 
through every household that willl bind 
their hearts and ours tozether in one great 
bundle of friendship, love and truth; tet 
us go out into the field of our d'sty with 
the determination to be men. ‘Though the 
carth may shake us with earthquakes: 
storms rovr with lightning flash, foes 
out and slash at us with the swverd of 
anmity, let us move along in the channel of 
honor and principle. Gentlemen, a little 
more than thirty years ago this city was 
buried beneath a bed of ashes. Some of 
you may have seen the bed of destruction. 
Will you look at her today? Where does 
she stand and what is her rank in the 
commercial world? 

“Let us look back on history’s pages, 
if you please, and see who helped her to 
ascend these lofty peaks and place: over 
and around her the loyal garments she 
wears today. Tell me, gentlemen, has not 
her gallant and patriotic police force had 
something to do with removing the robes 
of destruction? Certainly it was their 
gallantry. They have helped to install 
peace, good order and morality. Their 
patriotism has been instrumental jn bring- 
ing capital from other places into our midst 
that they might gain shelter under Atlan- 
ta’s wings of prosperity. 

“Gentlemen, why not an humble police- 
man in time of peace, who is faithful to his 
city and country, go down on memory’s 
pages as well as the great heroes who fell 
on the field of battle? The duties imposed 
upon him are just as honorable and pa- 
triotic as that of soldiers.

Let not the guilty go un- 
punished, whether he be rich or poor, 
white or black, thereby advance the good 
name of this great city of ours. Help us 
to sow the seed of true friendship, love 
and truth that will spring up and bring 
forth good fruit to the honor of our de- 
partment and the city of Atlanta and make 
jealousy, envy and revenge blush with 
shame.”’
